II was alK)ut 3 o'clock in the after- 
u<x)U when the westbound i \pii»s.- uu 
the Cairo branch of the Iron MnuntcUn 
road was stinick by the hurricane, and 
the result wa-s oil'' ()f tho most sorious 
wrecks ever known on thu sy^toin. The 
train, in charge of Conduv;tor Jiick Low- 
er and Engineer Andy Hill, had ju.st 
reached the liniits of the gity, when 
passengers and crew noticed the ap- 
proach of a funuel-RhaiKMl cloud that 
was dealing de.'-triii tiou to everything in 
it» path, uproitnju: larjA' trees and hurl- 
ing misBiies Lh- fov it. The train aud 
the cyclone met .ml the wind lifted the 
tutire line of coa^ches and lauded them 
a diBtauce of 20 fet't from flie traek, al- 
most turning them compk-'tijly over. 

Those who were not hurt seriously 
hastened to free themselvcri and rescue 
those who were not so fortunate. Ef- 
forts were being made in the direction 
when a new dan^ presented Itself. 
Flames were seen in tha rear of the 
train, and only for the heroic action of 
Brakeman Cartwell, an even worse ca- 
tastrophe might have been recorded. 
He hastily secured a heavy piece of ti tu- 
ber and battered down the door of the 
car, rushed in and succeeded in extin- 
gaiHhiug the fire with baud grouadeti. 
Nearby was a woman aud little child, 
whose clothing had ignited, and hastily 
catching them up ne suooeeded iu 
smothenng the me, bnt not ontil the 
clothing of each was almost destroyed. 

A UttM fellow abont 8 yeara old, was 
found nndar tha train, supposed to have 
fallen oat of the window when the 
train was orertnmed. His body was 
badly manff led Nearby was a negro 
cabin, which was converted into a hos- 
pital, where attention was shown the 
wounded by the citiiens and the rail- 
road men. 

Among those deserving; mention for 
special efforts are Austin Ball, road- 
master; Jack Lower, conductor; J. 8 
Ureeu, local agent, who were ansrgetic 
in relieving the sufferers. 

Aside from the ;rain aud its passen- 
gers the damage dune by the cyclone, 
which seems to have been purely local, 
was slight. Its path was not over M 
yards wide and did sot attend more 
than a mile. 

TORNADO IN MEMPHIS.

The 
toruado came from the south and trav- 
eled almost due north, and it i-s said by 
the weather bureau to have been purely 
local, no warning having been received 
of its approach. Conau's cotton giu 
mills, nwth of Memphis, was partly an- 
roofed and trees twiste. aud uprooted 
as if mere pipestems. Corn and cotton 
in the path of the tornado were de- 
stroyaa. 

JAPANI8E COWIAN TRKATY. 

The Bclatioas of tka Two Covatries Olearty 

l)«flD<>ll. 

Wabhinqton, Sept. 13.—.*. telofjrraiu 
was rooeived at the Japanese lega- 
tion to the effect that an important 
treaty has been negotiated between 
Corea and Japan which anthoritatiTely 

defines the relations of the two countries 
toward each other and towM China. 
The object of the treaty Is ^ated iu 

he preamble to be the mutnal desire on 
tlie p:n-t of the Emperor of Japan aud 
the King of Corea to dellnit<>ly fix aud 
determine the attitods at each ooontry 
toward the other. 

Mr. Knriiio, the Japanese minister, 
talkcfl to ;in Associated Press reporter 
regarding the new treaty between Jap- 

nnetii- and Corea. 

•'We have notliii)); but the aiinounw- 
ment of the treaty, ' .^-lid Ivr. "but mv 
iuference for its t<'i ins that it will 
prove higlUy advantageous to Corea. 
There has exist.<Mi thore under Chintwe 
auspices the most (•orray)t system of gov- 
ernment known. The constant intritru"S 
of China there have been a thre.,it to tli" 
peace of the ea.st. The ,Tapane-ie gov- 
erniupnt hiv desired tlje settlrjuent '>f 
this (jnrstion for the ]ii'aee of tlie ;Hf. 
It has l)een entirely without expoctatiou 
of territori:U axgrandisemont or exer- 
cise of suzerainty over < 'oi r>a. 

"With the a8.surance of nutonomy to 
Corea, which is thodesiguof this treaty, 
there will be opportunity for great iin- 
provenu«nt8 in her system of govern- 
mi nt inttanal administration and other 
affairs. Alre;idy she hasadvanc^ l from 
the condition of themleof an irniividn il 
influenced by China and has a eubiri' t 
of six members and a pvime minister to 
whoTH the ruler looks for advice and 
guidance. This change was maiie uu- 
der advice of the Japaneiie reproseiita- 
tive at Seoul." 

Mr. Kurino said he did not thiuk the 
treaty oould be called a step toward a 
peaceful settlement with China, aa 
China was teuacions, on sentimental 
sTonnds, of her claim of snaerainty. 
China might, he said, have pnt an end 
to the diifflcnlties before now by con- 
senting to some improrementa in Corean 
affairs. 

The improvement in goyenunent in- 

Rtitntions in Corea would be admitted 
require foreign advisors and oonnselor' 
and these might be Japanese or might 
be other foreigners. He did not admit 
that the termination of the present 
treaty by making peaoe with China 
could open the way for a revival of 
Japan's old claim of sazerainty, which, 
he said, Japan had expressed relin- 
quish and would pat herself in aa bad a 
position as China by renewing. 

"Corea, under the inadequate govern- 
ment that China gives her," ho says, 
"is weak and other governments such 
as Russia, are const'Ontly threatening to 
come in aiid seizf a portion of her terri- 
tory and thus cause wtu- in the east. A 
guarantee of her autonomy will gu;u I 
against this. All the (jreat powers will 
be interested together in protecting her 
from ontsi de attaoka." 

FIRE DEST ROYS A LANDMARK. 

Soeue of » Muaucre An 1 the First UouM 
Er«ct«il by Wblt« Men. 

Pbuicstom, Bis., Sept. 18.— One of 
the old landmarks of northern Illinois 
has been dastrojed by fire. It was situ- 
ated nine miles north of this city and 
was the first house ercct^jd by white 
men iu this noighlwrhood of the state. 
It was liX".at<id on the old Dixon trail 
and was known to every oue who had 
traveled this romi, which was during 
early times the principal highway to the 
iiorfhwcst. Near this sit<' before the 
Black Hawk war, lived Jolm Dimmick 
and his faimly, wlu) weiv told 
by the old chief Shablona, just 
before the war broke out, to 
make their way as rapidly as possible 
to Princeton, where a blockhouse had 
been erected as a defense against In- 
dian attacks. This they did and, of 
course, saved their lives. Not so, how- 
ever, with the f;uiiily of Rev. John Hall, 
who lived iu the okl house. They ouly 
laaghed at the old chief, who hod so 
often befriended his pala-laoad neigh- 
bors, whan ha told tham to flea for their 
lives. 

When the raid came a few days 
lator all members of the fainllT were 
massacred, oxaspt a little girl, who 
fought so bravely for a hair ornament 
which she possessed, that tha Indians 
were struck with her oourage and spared 
her life. The father, motner and an- 
other daughter were taken to the edge 
of the timber one mile north of Prince- 
ton, where they were bnmad at the 
stake. A oametary was located on tho 
spot in honor of their memory. The 
Old house vras afterward owned by Dr. 
Collins, bnt has not been inhabited, ex- 
cept by a few woodohcppers for a few 
months, ainoe old Mr. Collins was found 
dead there about 10 years ago. It is 
now likely that this scene of early struii- 
glos on many occasions with an uncivil- 
ized foe will soon be covered with a 
field of corn and no trace left of the old 

tiace which was once bo familiar. The 
:arly Uettlers' association, however, 
have a movement on foot to mark th« 
place with a monument. 

Central City, Neb., Sept. 18.— Mrs. 
G. C. Hulz was umrdered by her hus- 
band yesterday. The murderer then at- 
tempted to conuuit suicide, shooting 
himself twice. B^viving he attempted 
to escape, walking 12 miies before being 
overtaken. He is 70 years old and a 
PKMBiotBt man.

The Walk- 
erites think thay can Ibroa tha unit 
rule. 

On account of these con fiictiagolaims, 
the liiial vote will be required to settle 
the niatttr. 

By custom, the state in which the en- 
oampnieiit is h. ld is given the n.itioiial 
senior vice coniinande-r in-chief. A. P. 
Burchfleld of AUe-lu iiy City will have 
no opposition for the position. 

The ladies' campaign is going on 
with uuabatedjeiiergy, but no figures 
can be given.

RIOTS AT HAMMOND. IND. 

The Circuit Court Judge Inttructn the 
<>rand Jarjr to Make no loveetigatlon. 

Valparaiso, Ind., Sept. 18.— Judge 
John H. Gillet of the Porter-Lake cir- 
cuit (vmrt i reatrd u ;rreat surpri.si' wh' u 
lit- cliargi'd the grand jury to make a 
thor.iugli iiivrsii^' itMu uf the riots at 
llain:iioiid dunug the receut strike 
iigain:-t till' P'llluiau company. He said: 
"i W"uld be recreant iu my duty if I 
!'iiiitt' il to call your attention to the 
;icts lit violence and lawlessness that oc- 
l urred in thi.-; county during the late 
strike. While thf acts I if wrong d.)in_' 
were directed principally at railroads 
yt as an incident of such acts, men 
were almost beaten t-o d-'ath because 
they performed thoir duties, while 
others were compt lied on paiu of death 
to flee tlie .-tat<; because they were sus- 
pected of having given information as 
to the identity of wrong-doers. 

"I am led to believe that tlie wrongs 
soiumitted were done cliieMy by non- 
residents who had been driven over the 
state line by the military, yet it is a 
fact that -.-•rtain residents of tnis county 
were leaders in the acts so committed. 
There can be no question as to the ab- 
stract right of a man not only to strike 
but also to secnre the co-operation of his 
fellow workmen in a strike by entreaty 
or by an appeal to reason. To take 
from the laboring man the right to quit 
un employment of uncertain t«nnre aud 
to solicit others to employed to do so, is 
to take from his only weapon, inasmuch 
as he is ordinarily without any consid- 
erable accumulation of money or prop- 
erty, and he must make the value of hi» 
services felt speedily or the gaunt wolf 
of starvation will compel him to accept 
such wages as his employer tt^uderi^. 
The limit is that the striker must iie.t 
molest the person or the proji -ity ol his 
pii.pl iyer, and must U' it mt i fei-.. with 
the ireedoni of those wh'j aie conteut to 
acci^it as a cwuipensation what the em- 
ployer utfers. 

"Ii i-< clear that there can be no justi- 
fieation fur mob rule under a f irm of 
government lik>' ours. Our citizens, 
both native and naturalized, must be 
educat^xl to resjie-ct the law. No one 
ba-i a giYiiitor reason tiiaii the laboring 
man to demaud the enforreiiient of the 
law against those wlyj have comiiiitled 
violence 111 the sacred name ol' laVv ir. 
The particular ca.scs I wii-h you to spe- 
cially investigate are those wherein in- 
dividualB have been injured and not for 
crimes committ<5d against thn property 
of the railroads imless a request is mode 
to do so."

He is al6»i a u^ru'her of theology in 
Earlhum college, and it is believed that 
hi.il action will have a far-reaching effect 
from his prominence, as he bos beeu a 
minister '.iO yearri, aud Is well known 
all the world over. He is oue of the 
most prominent Quakers in the west. 
Dr. Clark assigns as n reason his belief 
that a pepouderence of Bible testimony 
favors baptism. It is tbousbt that the 
ease may rival the Briggs heresy trial.

"As the Americau Railway union 
seemh to be a voluntary a.-..-ocialioii, 1 
will hold that each member is part 
owner of these papers as much as the 
defendants, anal will not order them 
produced." 

James Conniff, Western Union tele- 
graph mes-senger, resumed the stand. 
He identified his delivery sheet for 
June JO aiid pojnted out on it a tele- 
gram he said he delivered to .Mr. Debs. 

Gus Wahlers identified all the defend- 
ants present iu the court as men he had 
seen when delivering telegrams at the 
Americun Railway union. 

Mr. Debs was absont, but the boy de- 
scribed him as "a thin man without any 
beard and a gray suit." Several mes- 
senger boys testified to haviug delivered 
telegrams to the defendants. 

Several of the messengers were ex- 
amined and then Director Hogan of the 
American Railway anion took the 
stand. Hogan furnished a mild sensa- 
tion by refusing to testify. He said he 
did not wish t- 1 b<; u.xamined, anil was 
excused on the plea that as defendant 
he need not incriminate himself. 

Henry O. Shepherd, priuti r and pub- 
lisher, the next witne!s.s, testified "t;.at 
his C'linpany printed The R..il\\.iy 
Time^. t lie ■ itllei.d oi-,'a:i el the Am 'li- 
can itailway union. It wa-- a -e.ni- 
monthly painr and its public, ituiii 
stopj>.'d Aug. 1. -Mr. Shepherd said he 
was paid us- illy lu die ks for the work. 
One of the checks w;is -igiied by Mr. 
Debs aud M . Kelihi-r, but the others he 
did not kiio"" anything alioat. 

Samuel H. Tclor, who has charge- of 
the compo-ing rooms of tlie lie:ny U. 
Shepherd cuiiijiany. totdied th.it Ui- 
n ctor Roger , wliom he had kiinwii as 
editor up to Maich 1.), C'anie ui Ir. 
(piently tT hi.- oihc<,' to lo .k afte; tie- 
lu.ike-ui) and proofs eif the pap( r, but 
during the xii\ summer a Mr. .lUstin 
had acted as editor and .'*ir. Rog rs, so 
far as he kuew, h;ui taken uc p,a t lu 
the work. 

John Caldwell, a solicitor, told liow 
he ha<l procured the cuutract for pi lut- 
ing The Railway Times. He hod fre- 
queutly scon Mr. Rogers at tiia office 
prior to March 15. 

Mr. Walker then called Davis S. 
Geer, a shorthand reporter, who bad 
taken Mr. Debs' evideuc* before the 
federal strike commission. After much 
objection he read a part of it;to bo put in 
evidence. When he had finished, Mr. 
Erwin, for the defense, demanded that 
tha whde testimony be introduced and 
tha oourt held that the government 
must introduce a complete transcript of 
everything that pertained to tha matter 
alraadyin evidence.

The Chic.ipo Trade Bulletin, which 
has been investiijating the subject of 
teeding wheat to live stock, reports that 
there is a general use of the cereal for 
that purpose. Replies have been re- 
ceived to the Trade Bulletin's inquiries, 
all the way from New York to Colorado, 
as well as from several Southern States. 
A compilation of the results of wheat- 
feeding experiments ahowa that the 
wheat brings 02 centa a bushel when 
turned into pork inatead of 64 centa 
when aold on the market. 



Thb high price of corn and the low 
price of wheat will, it is said, induce 
whisky distillers to use large (juantities 
of the latter this fall and winter in the 
manufacture of their goods. Distilling 
from wheat is not entirely new, f\» sev- 
eral malt houses in ditl'erent parts of the 
country have i>revionsly trieil it with re- 
sults which we iiiulerstaiid were satisfac- 
tory. It has not usually been thus used 
on account of its cost. If wheat is to be 
used to anv considerable extent for mak- 
ing malt that fact in conjunction with 
the widesnread use of this cereal for slock 
food should assist in holding up the price 
of wheat even in the face of the great 
crop and big rec eipts in primary marfeeta.

CMANCELLO W RICHIE IS SORRY, 

But the Pythian 0«»rmaa Iat«rtfletlon 
CoitiA to Stay. 

Nuw York, S^'jit. 13.— Supreme Chan- 
cellor W. B. Kk'liie of the sapreme 
lodge, Kuigbta of Pythiaa, when qaes- 
tioned re^urding the action of that 
body in interdictiug the me of the Oer- 
uau ritual and adopting areiolation 
whereby saloonkeeper* and bartenders 
vreie prohibited fkom becoming meui 
bere of the order, laid: 

"The snpreme lodge of which I am at 
the head hai the power to decide whiu 
ritual shall be made, in which langua^'t- 
it shall be written or whether any nt- 
nal shall be nsed at all. We have de- 
cided that in America the l:n.;^u:iKe uf 
the greatest number of our i^ouplc shall 
be used iu the ritnsJ, and thut is the 
English. This was the decision of thf 
snpreme lodge, and by that 1 lueau to 
stand.

Fxceseively hot, dry weather prevailed, 
relieved only on Monday, the 10th, by 

local showers and a decidedly cool wave 
that overspread tlie State on that alters 
noon and evening. 

Again the cry for rain is general and 
complaints of crops withering and riring 
from the scorching sun and parched 
earth. From correspondents' reports it 
appears that some sections have had but 
little rain since early snninier, and there 
the corn ami tobacco is alnin.«t a failure, 
especially on the uplands. They say 
tiiat water is scarce and that stock is 
siill'ering for food and that postures and 
gardens are dry and brown. 

Others, who" live in the parts where 
rain fell, speak more enconrageingly, 
while some declare that the reports of 
the evil cflect of the drouth have been 
exaggerated anil that crops are doing 
well, in their neighborhood. 

From such conflicting reports it is dif- 
ticult to snmmarize Die weather and 
crop conditions for the whole State. It 
is a local iMne,neoeeBarily so under such 
weather conditions as have existed the 
past Slimmer— an exceedingly warm and 
dr^ season, relieved by but a few general 
rains and not a great many showers. 

Farm work does not seem to be 
progressing rapidly nor favorably. The 
ground has been too hard and drv for 
Fall plowing, so little has been (fone. 
Tobacco cutting is still going on, but i.s 
not yet general. Potatoes are said to be 
yielding only fairlv well. Ksj'.v*. ■
